Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  whole  of  1957,  the  office  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  held  by  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Colville,  and  on  his  behalf  I have 
pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report. 

Gu  examining  the  report,  there  are  few  items  to  which  I would 
like  to  draw  your  particular  attention. 

The  infantile  mortality  raie  at  29.4  per  1,000  live  births  is 
higher  than  the  national  average  of  23.0  per  1,000  live  births,  but  the 
Driffield  figure  represents  only  3 deaths. 

Among  the  infectious  diseases  it  is  noted  that  there  was  one  case 
of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  and  one  case  of  typhoid  notified.  The  case 
of  poliomyelitis  was  a visitor  to  the  town  and  the  infection  had  already 
been  picked  up  in  another  part  of  the  country.  I understand  the  case 
of  typhoid  also  picked  up  the  infection  outside  the  town. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  during  the  year  66  earth  closets 
have  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system,  compared  with  29  the 
previous  year.  253  earth  closets,  however,  still  remain  in  use. 

Mr.  T.  Marsh  resigned  his  appointment  as  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Surveyor  on  30th  September,  1957,  and  until  Mr.  E.E.  Evans  took  up 
the  appointment  on  1st  January?-,  1958,  the  vacancy  was  temporarily  filled 
by  Mr,  F.H.  Margerrison,  retired  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  Driffield 
Rural  District  Council. 

In  presenting  this  report,  I know  that  Dr.  Colville  wishes  me  to 
express  his  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  help  and  for 
the  way  in  which  they?-  worked  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  constant 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department,

(c)  Deaths  : 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  belonging  to 
the  Urban  District  was  93.  This  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of  13.4  per 
1,000.  The  comparability  factor  to  correct  the  crude  death-rate  for 
age  and  sex  distribution  in  the  Urban  District  is  calculated  by  the 
Registrar  General  at  0.74,  this  on  multiplication  with  the  actual  rate 
gives  a comparative  death-rate  of  9.9  per  1,000. 

The  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Table  1. 


(d)  Infant  Mortality  Rate  : 

There  were  3 deaths  in  infants  under  1 year  of  age  (legitimate). 
The  infantile  mortality  rate  based  upon  the  number  of  live  births 
registered  during  the  year,  i.e,,  102  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  29.4 
per  1,000  total  births.
